THE UNDERSTANDING HEART 
T IS said of Sir Walter Scott that he was a Tory “by heart and head” 
and yet so generous and lovable was he that he spoke to every man as 
though he were related to him by blood. 
One of the thrills of traveling lies in the people one meets. I have 
talked to them on trains, in dining rooms, upon station platforms, in 
homes of every sort and condition, in offices, upon steamships, in factories, 
in newspaper offices and upon farms. But, to me, the most interesting 
people are to be found in small towns, in small stores, and at tasks that 
afford but a small compensation for honest labor performed. 
It seems so easy to talk to such folk. There is so little, or no pretense. 
There is also such a wholesome outlook upon life. Here, too, most gen­ 
erally is to be found the understanding heart. 
Michael Fairless wrote of this type of human being in such beautiful 
fashion in her immortal little book “The Roadmender.” “I have attained 
my ideal,” her character says, in the first chapter. “I am a roadmender.” 
He continues: “I wonder how many beside myself have attained, or would 
understand my attaining. After all, what do we ask of life, here or in ­ 
deed hereafter, but leave to serve, to live, to commune with our fellow­ 
men and with ourselves; and from the lap of earth to look up into the 
face of God?”. 
God must seem very real to the fisher folk and to the tillers of the 
soil. Each is so closely associated with the elemental creations of this 
world. The sea, the rolling surface of the earth, the constant contact 
with nature and all her mysteries and wonders, influence the thought and 
character of those who live so close to the source of all life. Among these 
people the understanding heart may be known as among none other. 
A short time ago, while motoring through the state of Virginia and 
up through the Cumberland mountains, I stopped frequently to photo­ 
graph interesting sights. At one place I stoppled to talk with two old men 
who were sitting upon the front steps of an old building. Ip five minutes 
one of them had reviewed to me the history of that section for over half 
a century! It was a frank and interesting recital. I could have splent a 
day talking to such characters. 
One thing I have learned is that among those who seem to pxissess 
the least there is the most,understanding of heart!
